These dreamers bave an

other, In whatever direction the tendency 
runs the result is the same—desolation «of 
spirit, or death. Mr. Zangwill looks upon 
this tendency to idealize as a racial trait, 
brought about by centuries of isolation, 
and too much reading of the Talmud. 

In the opening: story, “The Child of 
Ghetto,’ the author presents a fiving pict- 
ure of the eonditions which surrounded the 
early life of dreamers. In infant 
years the child was aware that God had 
spoken to Moses On Mount Sinai,but of faries 
and enomes he had never heard. He knew 
nothing of the great world beyond the 
ghetto, save that it was wicked and cruel. 
His imagination was always oceupied with 
the feasts and faers, the rites and cerem»s- 
nies of the Hebrews. His faith was pas- 
sionate. entire. and the years passed, 
often tinged with an ecSLasy that was pain- 
ful. 

At thirteen vears of age the child was re- 
garded as a mal: the responsibility of + 
parent fell ufon the shoulders of the child.

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One of the most heipful and enlightened 
utterances on the much debated, much d-s- 
puted question of child study comes from 
the pen of Martha B. Mosher. In her lit- 
tle book, ‘Child Culture in the Home,” she 
really brings a message of love and wis- 
dom to the mothers who are earnestly 
striving to understand the best means for 
developing the highest possibilities of their 
children.

“What a human being does and what 
he writes are not to be confused with one 
another,’ he argues.

He goes on to state that one of the most 
striking features connected with the 
downfall of Oscar Wilde, was 
the peculiar and intense display 
of. irterest and compassion on the 
part of women of culture, talent and re- 
finement. One petition in particular came 
from a woman of strong mental endow- 
ments. and she avowed that no words 
could express her deep sympathy for the 
unfortunate man. She stated that she 
would make aimost any sacrifice to save 
him. Mr. Faweett admits that this may 
be an unusual case of cOmpass'on and par- 
tisanship. ‘But.’ he resumes, ‘‘the fact 
remains that among many women both 
were lavishly displayed. Surely, in this af- 
fair, the unexpected with a vengeance oc- 
curred.

all the way down, as the scale of posses- 
sion became narrowed, came contributions 
until even the widow's mite, greater than 
all, was deposited in trust for the erection 
of a soldier’s home. No discordant note 
was there; no jarring voice of objector: 
but there was a grand unanimity which 
spoke louder than words could have ex- 
pressed, what the heart wishes of Georgia 
were. When this movement had reached 
such proportions that the enterprise be- 
came a certainty, men were chosen from 
all over Georgia, such men as Lowndes 
Calhoun, of Atlanta; W. T. Smith, of Gwin- 
nett; John Triplett, of Thomas, and other 
names which must ever remain enscrolled 
in golden letters; who undertook the trus- 
teeship of this insticution.

The gifted 
editogw whose persuasive eloquence had 
carried the scheme thus far lay dead out 
in Westview. Foreign issues Were injected 
into the discussion, and when finally the 
legislature was reached, it Was with un- 
steady step and downcast €yes that the 
vetenans made their. appearance, That 
jubilation which had stirred them up had 
passed away. The appeal for the veterans’ 
home had been made to the people. The 
culmination of it had to be left to politi- 
cians!

In the light of history all these transac- 
tions must now be viewed. tioping against 
hope, the yeterans kept their project 
alive and battling through courts in order 
to find a disposition of the property, the 
building has been untenanted for the years 
which have elapsed.

We have triumphed 
over adversity and proven our ability to 
take care of ourselves, and we ask nothing 
at large. But there are a few among us 
whom the hand of misfortune has touched; 
who have not succeeded in this world’s 
affairs: who have been reduced by wounds 
and disease, Let not one of these men be 
forced to the poorhouse. We only ask that 
the declining years of these poor and needy 
should be goothed, and for this purpose 
$15,000 a vear will be amply sufficient.”’ 

AS a matter of fact the property which 
was offered to the state in fee simple, or 
in any other manner in which it would be 
acceptable, would be worth more money at 
the end of the time for which it was need- 
ed than the state would have expended 
upon its support for the entire time. Fif-

The Richmond 
road was a great stride in advance; a 
dating point; and though it was @ar from 
perfect, capital at once recognized in its 
methods and in its thirty cars the actual 
realization of the successful, modern street 
railway systm. Today &hat system, with

The Inventor of the Ferris Wheel. 
From The Philadélphia Press. 

After having achieved international fame* 
at the age of thirty-five, George Washing- 
ton Gale Ferris, constructor and inventor 
of the famous World's Fair wheel, died on 
a sick bed, delirious with dreams of wealth 
which would have been realized had he 
lived, 

In deference to a dying wish, the remains 
were cremated and are still lying in a 
Pittsburg undertaking establishment, ap- 
parently because the tangled condition of 
the estate has prevented certain legal for- 
malities, among others the payment of the 
bill of funeral expenses. 

Many friends and admirers of the de- 
ceased have come forward to liquidate the 
debt, but the widow of the. deceased has 
proudly refused these offers. She prefers 
to await the unwinding of red tape which 
will piace the little heap of ashes in her 
possession, 

As the originator and builder of the 
wheel which bears his name, Ferris 
achieved great success. At the close of 
the fair Ferris was.a name known through- 
out the world, but its owner had a shortage 
on his hands. The giant wheel -passed into 
other hands and the natural good spirits 
of Ferris had reasserted themselves ashe 
Baw the road clear. before him. ‘Typhoid 
fever seized him two years ago and on 
November 22, 1s36, he died in a Pittsburg 
hospital,

financial suceess. -lts” present owners are

THE CONSTITUTION’S PULPIT - 


FILLED BY REV. W. F. SMITH, OF ALBANY 


He Discourses Upon the Duties and Responsibilities of 
Young Persons. 


(A-series of Sermons, Preached Through 
the Columns of The Constitution, by Vari- 
Ous Preachers of Georgia.) 

Albany, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—Rev. W. 
F. Smith, from John, vi, 27: ‘‘Labor not for 
the meat which perishéth, but for that 
meat which endureth unto everlasting Hife,”’ 
preaches the following sermon: 


To the Young People. 


Yesterday the vast multitude had been fed 
for the miraculous multipiication of a few 
loaves and fishes. Today they are eagerly 
seeking their friend and benefactor. Fini- 
ing him on the other side the sea. they 
should honor him by calling him master, 
for they said, ‘“‘Rabbi, when (or rather how) 
comest thou hither,”’ 

He who “knoweth all hearts and under- 
standeth the imagination of the thought,”’ 
knew the carnal principles which actuated 
them, and he proceeded at once to correct 
and rebuke them. As though he had not 
heard the complimentary address, he said, 
kindly but firmly, “‘Ye seek me, not be- 
cause ye saw the miracles, but because ye 
did -egt of the loaves and were filled. La- 
bor not for the meat which perisheth, but 
for that meat which endureth unto ever- 
lasting life.’” Not that he would advocate 
indolence, or teach them to be imprudent, 
but rather that there was something greater 
and better than the body of flesh and 
blood; > something more enduring than the 
“meat which  perisheth.’’ He meant to 
teach them that the unnatural part of man 
was superior to the natural. 

In the midst of the materialistic age in 
which we believe, is ic not important to have 
the same lessons today? dmitting that the 
materialists are partly right, that the dis- 
eased body often causes a diseased mind, 
that the morals of a city are often closely 
related to the sanitary conditions; that hard 
work and poor food wil) dull the brightest 
intellects; from these facts, that care must 
be taken of the body, an important consid- 
eration which is receiving the careful at- 
tention of many of our schools today; yet 
we must not forget that the “greatest thing 
in man is mind.” (That which differentiates 
him from the lower animals is ‘‘the soul of 
man, Jehovah’s breath.”” By these powers 
men rise superior to surroundings, and con- 
trol circumstances, instead of being govern- 
ed by them. From the powers of mind and 
soul ideas have formed into a glory encir- 
cling the gloge, rising out of fires burning, 
apparently, to consume them. What run 
the environments of the prison cells to John 
Bunyan, whose soul was kindled with divine 
fire and who thought but little of the meat 
which perisheth! The truth is, you mighi 
as well try to bail the Atlantic ofean with 
a thimble, or unharness the fiery steeds 
of heaven, hold them in check with a cob- 
web rein, as to measure the resources of a 
religious spirit by its surroundings. 

To labor for that which is carnal and 
satisfies the physical more than the spir- 
itual may give manners, but. no morals. 
It may teach logic, but no song. In this 
materialistic practical age there is a dan- 
gerous tendency to educate the rising gen- 
eration simply for practical ends. This 
leads to the apotheosis of the dollar, before 
whose shrine this American people is bow- 
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W. F. SMITH, Albany,: Ga. 
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ing, and whose 
almighty dollar!’ 

Che spirit of the text clearly opposes this 
tendency. It would have us convert our 
children into men and women, not into dol- 
lars and cents. There has never been a #1mo 
when there was greater need for manly 
men and womanly women than the present. 

The backbone of manhood is the streneth 
of character, and the true aim of your life 
shouid be the formation of character. with 
normal courage and resolution the ground- 
work. of this formation. This will be ar- 
complished only when you realize that your 
life, however short, must be improved: that 
this life is a school in which we have the 
lessons which prepare us for eternity. Let 
me urge upon you be not only wise, but 
be goed. The mind richly fed, while the 
heart is impoverished and starvine, will 
prove a curse rather than a blessing. Your 
manhood is towering toward its highest 
when you are being good and doing goo. 
Tennyson never wrote truer or more beauti- 
ful. words than these: 

‘‘However it be, it seems to me, 

"Tis only noble to be good: 

Kind hearts are more tnan coronets, 
And simple faith than human blood.” 
The true heroes and heroines. are those 

who live for others. 

I would warn you against some forms of 
modern heroisms—"‘the great slugger,, ‘‘cen- 
ter rush,”’ ‘‘twiller of the sphere,” and such 
like. In some localities it seems that the 
Y. M. P. C. A.—Young Men’s Physical Cul- 
ture Association—so much more attention 
is being paid to the physical than to the 
spiritual. Let us avoid this danger. 

Be noble and good. ‘“‘Spend not money for 
that which is not bread. nor labor for that 
which satisfieth not.’’ Improve self, culti- 
vate your mind, develop your souls, and 
be faithful unto death, and you _ will re-

the feverish spirit of unrest already in 
evidence in the oKf world. To the last, 
therefore, it hoped a solution will be 
found, even when Spain is apparently Iin- 
tractable. 

Spain Is Temporizing. 

The best informed persons believe Spain 
48S only temporizing, as it is recognized there 
is difficulty in the Spanish government ac- 
cepting without demur the demands of the 
United States, in view of the danger of a 
revolution and the overthrow of the mon- 
archy. So, though realizing the imminence 
of hostilities, the apparent hopelessness of 
averting war has come as 2 shock. It was 
generally believed the enormous majority 
Obtained by Sagasta in the new corias 
would make @im master of Spain and per- 
mit him to yield to the inevitable: but it 
geoms that some 75 per cent of the voters 
who did not participate in the elections, {n- 
cluding the army and the Barcelona and 
other merchants, who are Witally interest- 
ed in Cuba, do not propose to allow him a 
free hand. 

They have been among the most fervent 
in the patriotic demonsirations of the past 
few days.

Ithough the concensus of opinion is that 
there is no escape from hostilities unless 
the unforeseen, as so frequently happens 
in politics, changes the course of events, 
there are a few hopeful people left.

James Brice, M. P., the former president 
of the board of trade and author of “The 
American Commonwealth,”’ is quoted as 
saying: 

“Somehow I fancy that as near as the two 
powers may have dr.ited toward war, we 
are not going’ to witness so frightful a 
calamity. I know President McKinley and 
all his administration, and I know they 
do not wish for war. In fact, none of the 
really clear-headed men in the United 
States want war.’ They can see too far 
ahead.”’ 

Opinion in London has been little influenc- 
ed by the specious character of Senor Sa- 
gasta’s counter proposais. As an official of 
the foreign office remarked: 

“The Americans will naturally decline to 
accept such proposals as a sufficient guar- 
antee that a«power which has so long 
patently failed to discharge its duties in hu- 
mane administration can now be trusted 
to give effect to.its tardy conversion.” 

The foreign official added: 

‘The responsibiiity resting upon each 
party is terrible. Happily notHing will tend

Sixty-Gne Vessels Can Be Con- 
verted Into Cruisers, 


READY.AT THE NATION'S CALL

How the Engines and Other Vital 
Parts of the Vessels Are To Be 
Protected in @ War from 
the Shot of the 

, Enemy. 


Washington, April &8—There are sixty-one 
steamships plying between New York and 
various ports today which only need an or- 
der from the secretary of the navy to be 
turned into United States cruisers. They 
are the ships that form our auxillary navy. 

Amone.these are the American Line 
steamships St. Paul, St. Louis, New York 
and Paris. Each is about 5835 feet long, 
each could easily carry a thousand men, 
and if necessary half as many more, and 
there {s not a cruiser in our navy as speedy 
any of the quartet. Compare them, 
for instance, with the cruiser Columbia, 
which represented the navy at Kiel at the 
time of the opening of the great canal. 

The speed of the Columbia and her sister 
cruisers 1s twen t#tsix miles an hour, top 
notch. Any of. the American Line boats 
could be crowded to twenty-eight. The 
coal capacity of these auxillary crulsers is 
much greater than that of the Columbia 
and they can be handled quicker and more 
easily, with the aid of a crew the size of 
that aboard an ordinary man-of-war. 

Their purpose would be to destroy com- 
merce of the nation with which the United 
States was at war and act as the scout 
boats of the fleet, their great speed making 
them fit for just such service. In conflict 
with an armored craft any one of them 
would come to grief eventuaily, but in a 
combat with an unprotected cruiser, almost 
any of the quxiliaries would have nearly as 
good a chance of victory as the enemy. 
Again they could be utilized if necessary 
as armed transports, their superior ca- 
pacity for the housing of troops over that 
of any of the regular naval vessels being 
apparent at a glance, 

In the majority of auxillary cruisers, the 
main deck would become the gundeck, be- 
cause it is stronger than the spar deck. 
This deck will be strengthened by a layer 
of four-inch planking above and below, for 
it is here that the five and six-inch guns 
will 
spar 
The magazines will be construtted in the 
interior of the bull. below -water line. 

If the passenger vessels.are called into 
service, there will be no time to protect the 
engines with armor plate, so four-inch 
plates of steel laid on heavy beams will be 
adjusted at an angle all about the engines 
and protect themias completely as possi- 
ble. Of course this protection will also in- 
clude the boilers, 

In the armament of the auxiliary cruisers 
the number of guns allotted each vessel 
has been based upon the tonnage. The 
accompanying table will show the number 
of auxiliary cruisers, the guns to be mount- 
ed on each vessel, and the lines to which 
the craft belong. “

Mr. Ozias A. Smith, 
proprietor of the works, was working with 
these men and before he allowed them to 
go to dinner he saw that all fire was taken 
from the building. 

After the whistle of the works had sum- 
moned the men to their work for the 
noon Mr. Smith went with a party of wérk- 
men into a portion of the building remote 
from that in which the fire commenced. 
When the alarm was given Mr. Smith and 
his corps of workmen went et oncé to the 
rescue. 

The fire department, which is located on 
the ground and which is owned by Mr. 
Smith, was called out, and with 506 feet of 
hose, the work of fighting the flames was 
begun. The employees of the Marietta 
Guano works, whith is about 1,200 feet dis- 
tant, aided in the work, and besides the 
hose, bucket brigades were formed. — 

It soon became apparent that the chem- 
fecal works would be a complete and 
the workers turned their attention toward 
saving the. remainder of the buildings. - In 
this they were successful, saving, beyond a 
few burnt places, the guano works of Mr. 
Smith's, the office, sack house, boiler room,

No where hereabouts is there a rise 
of ground that deserves to be dignified by 
being called a hill except on the Sand Hiil 
piace; the country is uniformly lével for 
many miles in every direction from Albany. 
General Group of Sand Hills. 
These sand peaks are more than a hun- 
dred in number. They are grouped in the 
shape of an elongated circle just a mile in 
length and half as wide. There is not a 
hill in the group less than thirty feet high, 
while many of them rise to a height of 
from seventy-five to eighty § feet. The 
sides, almost without exception, are -re- 
markably abrupt for such sandy soil. The 
hardest rains that ever fali in this section 
cannot cause water to run down the slopes, 
as it sinks from view immediately on touch- 
ing the surface. The hills, however unfer- 
tlle they may appear, are covered with a 
luxuriant growth of wiregrass, which serves 
to prevent heavy winds from drifting the 
sand.

We have felt tne delicacy and responsl- 
bility. of the task assigned us. We huve 
andeavored to be strictly fair. We would 
not injure the gstate’s educational interests, 
nor would we fhiarm our own. An expres- 
Bion of our position as Baptists upon cer- 
tain issues seems to be necessary in order 
to place ug correctly before the public, and 
we hope their expression will result in 
good to all concerned. 

VUur interest as a denomination in edu- 
cation appears in our past record and pres- 
ent efforts. Qur fathers advocated and 
labored for it and we are following this 
example. And we not only favor the work 
as conducted in our own enterprises, but 
approve all other efforts to promuie where- 
soever found, or by whomsoever put forth, 
We are well-wishers of and, in a sense, 
co-workers with everybody in this com- 
mon field for the furtherance of thig ni®h- 
est of temporal ‘concerns.

Then 
Moderator Northen announced that the re- 
ports just eybmitted were before the con- 
vention for discussion, and the entire morn- 
ing hour was consumed in stirring appeals 
to Baptists to support Mercer university, 
and send ‘their song there rather than to 
the State university. Dr. Landrum, Dr. 
3roughton, Professors Ragsdale and Kil- 
patrick, of the Mercer faculty; W. D. Up- 
shaw (Earnest Willie), from the students 
of Mercer, and Dr.. Bernard were among 
the prominent speakers. All bore testimo- 
ny to the excellent work of Mercer, and 
to the duty devolving upon Baptists to 
patronize the institution. Dr. Broughton 
said he would send his boy to Mercer be- 
cause it is a Christian institution, where 
the Bible jis taught, and the state could 
make no such claim for its university. He 
did not mean to gay it is not a Christian 
institution, but the state could not require 
or guarantee that it be such. Much was 
said in commendation of the Bible chair

RECOGNITION CONSIDERED CASUS BELLI 


Diplomats See Every Indication of a 
Conflict and No Intention for In- 
otervention by Any of the 
Nations in the Trouble 
Pending. 


Washington, April 2.—The issue between 


| the United States and Spain remains un- 


changed, No communications having any 
bearing upon the situation have passed bhe- 
tween this government and Spain since 
last Thursday night, when Minister Wood- 
ford transmitted the reply of the Sagasta 
ministry to the president's propositions of 
two weeks ago. 

Both governments appear to accept this 
issue aS made up, and hre shaping their 
course accordingly. 

This being the case the view is whiversal- 
ly entertained,.even by representative men 
of the administration, that congress upon 
receipt of the president’s message early 
next week will take action which it is al- 
most universally expected must result in 
a severance of the relations of the two 
countries. 

This was in part foreshadowed by 
the action of the senate committee on 
foreign relations today in agreeing to 
ea resolution favorable to the independ- 
ence of Cuba and for armed interven- 
tion if necessary to secure independ- 
ence. 

With the crisis so near at hand,’‘it is be- 
lieved that if any European intervention 
or médiation, is to comé, it will be within 
the next few days. It was said, however, 
at the state department late this afternoon 
that no offer of European mediation had 
yet been officially transmitted to this gov- 
ernment. It was the general understand- 
ing that friendly overtures of this nature 
were looked for at almost any time from 
France or Austria, and it was réported 
yduring tht day that the presence in Wash- 
ington of Cardinal Gibbons and Archbishop 
Ireland was in connection with meédiation 
from Rome, but it was stated on high 
authority at the state department that no 
overtures of this character had taken offi- 
cial form nor Was thei state department 
advised’ that any\such steps were in con- 
templation. LF | 

It is the understanding in official 
circles, based upon information, that 


the recognition of Cuban independence 


} 


would not in itself be regarded by 
Spain as a casus belli. 

But at the same time there is little doubt 
that such recognition of Cuban, indepen- 
dence would be followed by the withdrawal 
of the Spanish minister, Senor Polo Ber- 
nabe, and his entire suite from Washing- 
ton and the termimation of Spain’s diplo- 
matic representation at Washington. Such 
withdrawal is one of the last steps pre- 
ceding actual recourse to war. It is prob 
wble, however, that the withdrawal of the 
Spanish minister, following the recogni- 
tion of independence, would not be so much 
an indication of war as it would be an em- 
phatic protest by the Spanish government 
against the recognition of the indepen- 
dence of a colony over which she claims 
to exercise complete sovereignty. 

Although this recognition of inde- 
pendence is not considered a casus 
belli by which Spain could declare 
war, yet it is viewed in diplomatic 
quarters as a step which woulu have 
consequences inevitably terminating in 
war. | 

For that reason it ig said that the recog- 
nition of the independence of Cuba is likely 
to be no less grave than intervention. 

The Spanish mifister continues to preé- 
serve his outward calm, although he feels 
that the relations are extremely strained 
and that his stgy in Washington may not 
be long continued. To some of his diplo- 
matic associates who called today he said 
his conscience was perfectly clear, as he 
thought Spain’s cause was a just one, and 
for this reason he felt no agitation. 

The state department today received the 
full report of the Spanish commission 
which investigated the destruction of the 
battleship Maine. This document has been 
expected for some days, but it was not 
until today it reached Washington by a 
special messenger from Havana. It proved 
to be a@ most bulky and voluminous docu- 
ment, of far greater length than the re 
port of the American court of inquiry. 
The text as delivered to the etate depart- 
ment is in Spanish, and it will take some 
time for the elaborate document to be 
translated. The Associated Press early in 
the week gavé a complete and official syn- 
opsis of this Spanish report, the essential 
features of which were that the explosion 
of the Maine occurred inside of the ship 
and that no evidence existed of any eéexte- 
rior explosion. 

Does Not ‘Kill Fish. 

Admiral Irwin today was among the wit- 
nesses before the senate committee on for- 
eign relations, which is making a thorough 
inquiry into the Maine disaster. His testi- 
mony was regarded as important in meet- 
ing the position of the Spanish commission 
that a mine did not explode under the 
Maine, as no dead fish were found in th® 
harbor. Admiral Irwin is an expert on 
torpedoes and submarine explosions and he 
told the committee he never knew fish to 
be killed by such explosions. 

The white house was, as usual, a central 
point in the great activity of the day. The 
president saw many public men. Some of 
them urged upon the president that the 
Maine incident be put forward as a casus 
belli, the general Cuban subject being sub- 
ordinated to it. Among these was Repre- 
sentative Marsh; of Illinois, who said, af- 
ter talking with the president: 


“I went to see the president to tell 
him that the basis of our declaration of 
war should be the destruction of the 
Maine and the slaughter of American 
sailors. That was a foul and intentional 
blow at the American people. the Amer- 
ican flag and American honor. It was 
done by Spanish authorities. It was thia 
feul blow which aroused the American 
people. The general condition of affairs 
is a blow at humanity; the other was a 
biow at us.”’ 


Many senators and members of the 
house today received telegrams from con- 
séfvative business men in their state coun- 
seling pacific action in Cuba. Some of 
them commented quite vigorously regarding 
them and the fact that they seem to come 
simultaneously from different sections.

DAVIS JOINS BRANN IN DEATH. 


Waco Street Duel Terminates a Feud 
in Which Four Lives Were Lost. 
Waco, Tex., April 2.—Captain Tom E. 
Davis, Brann’s antagonist in the street 
duel yesterday, lingered till 3 o’clock this 
afternoon.. His death was calm -and his 
deportment to the last charactcristic of 
his Hfe, maniy and brave. He knew from 

the first that his wounds were fatal. 

When he sank to the sidewalk tunder 
Brann’s bullets, Brann, though bleeding 
from several wounds was not hurt.: Cap- 
tain Davis rolled over on his side and fired 
upward, inflicting death on his adversary) 
with his last shot. 

Captain Davis at his death was forty- 
two years of age. 

Captain Davts did not expect to meet 
Brann, and when the latter accosted him 
first he was tunarmed. He hurried to. his 
Oflice, got his ristol, and when he steppe. 
out of the Coor to his office he met Brann 
and Ward face to face and the battle be- 
gan. 

The men were bitter foes and fought it 
ort together after their own fashion, mak- 
ing a bloody ending of a flerce feud, which 
terminates now and tranquilizes the city, 
after adding four men to the roll of violent 
deaths in Waecen. 

In Davis’s Gying declaration before a no- 
tary, he made a statement that Ward, 
Brann’s business manager, who was with 
Brann at the time, shot him as he lay on 
the sidewalk.

IN TWENTY YEARS 


Last Month Was the Warmest on Record 
Since 1879. 


ONLY ONE MARCH EQUALS IT 


The Mean Temperature Was 58 De- 
grees, Far Above Normal. 


THERE WAS VERY LITTLE WIND FOR MARCH 


The Month Failed To Sustain Its Rep- 
utation, and Was Abnormal 
in Many Ways. 


—- 


XCESSIVE heat characterized the 

Fr monen of March, just ended. With 

one exception it was the hottest March 
ever recorded. The mean temperature for 
the month was 58 degrees. 

The month was abnormal in many par- 
ticulars. There were but three clear days 
during the entire month, and yet the.rain- 
fall was below the normal. The normal 
rainfall for March is 6.80 inches, but the 
past month the rainfall amounted to only 
4.099 inches, or nearly two inches less than 
should have fallen. 

Windy as the month usually is, last 
March was comparatively still. The high- 
est velocity of wind was thirty miles an 
hour on the Mth. This is but a poor show- 
ing, and February, which has no reputa- 
tion for windiness, beat it badly. The to- 
tal movement of wind during the entire 
month amounted to but 7,200 miles, which 
is but_a little more than an 


average of 
nine miles an hour. 

The month added» considerably to the 
deficiency in rainfall which has been stead- 
ily increasing for several years. Since 
January alone the deficiency has amounted 
to 8.44 inches. 

Temperature was the worst feature of 
the March weather. On March 18th the 
mercury jumped up to 80. It has been 
twenty years since Atlanta has experienced 
such’ a hot March. The first year the 
weather bureau was established here, in 
1879, March was very warm and the 
weather man had to fan himself while he 
recorded a mean temperature of 58 degrees 
for the month. Since then the months of 
March have behaved with their usual ir- 
regM™rity and have made up a mean 
temperature for twenty years of 62 de- 
grees. This year March decided to do as 
well as it did twenty years ago and the 
53 mean temperature mark was reached 
again, The following tigures show the 
mean temperature of every month of 
March for twenty years: ;

Expenses of New Convict System 
Will Be Large, 


ESTIMATED AT $60,000 YEAR 


Two Hundred Guards To Be Appolnted at 
$25 a Month, 


WILL NOT BE SELECTED ThiS YEAR 


But After Deducting All Expenses the 
State Will Derive a Handsome 
Revenue—Talk with Chair- 
man Turner About the 
New Deal 


Following the announcement of the open- 
ing and awarding of the bids for the state’s 
1,800 able-bodied convicts the three prison 
commissioners have been diong a little fig- 
uring on their own account to s¢€e how 
much of the money received from the hire 
of the convicts will actually reach the 
state treasury. Under the old system the 
lessees pay an annual rental of $25,000 for 
the convicts and the expense to the state 
of maintaining the penitentiary department 
has been in the neighborhood of $8,000, 
leaving a net revenue of $17,000, Under the 
new system the first class convicts will 
ba hired out for $178,450 a year and the 
commissioners have roughly estimated the 
cost of maintaining the department at $60,- 
000, leaving am actual cash balance of $118,- 
40 to go towards reducing the tax rate 
that is just now belng talked about s0 
much. 

The main ftem of expense will be the em- 
ployment of guards, Under the old system 
the lessees have complete charge of the 
convicts and are wholly responsible for 
them, but under the new law the respon- 
sibility is somewhat peculiarly divided. This 
is the statute under which the commission 
must operate after the first of next April: 

‘The commission shall have complete 
management and control of the state con- 
victs, shall regulate the hours of their la- 
bor ,the manner and extent of their pun- 
isiment, the variety, quality and quantity 
of their food, the kind and character of 
their clothing, and shall make such other 
rules and regulations as will insure thelr 
safe keeping and proper care; and to ap- 
point such officers, guards and physicians 
as may be necessary: Provided, that the 
guards so appointed shall not receive a 
greater sum than $25 each per month, and 
the officers and physicians so appdinted 
shall not receive a greater sum than $100 
each per month; provided further, that any 
person or corporation, having hired any 
convicts under the provisions of this act, 
and failing or refusing to comply with the 
regulations of the commission, shall forfeit 
all rights under any contract of hiring. and 
in their discretion said commission shall 
have power and authority to take from 
said hirer the convicts so hired and rehire 
the same under the provisions of this act.” 


Division of Responsibility. 

This is what the state has to do. Under 
the original recommendation of Judge 
Turner, then principal keeper of the pen- 
itentiary and now chairman of the prison 
commission, the state was also to trans- 
port, feed, clothe and administer to the 
medical and moral wants of the convicts, 
but the rew law assigns that duty to the 
lessees. It says: 


“The convicts shall, as far as possible 
consistent with the best interest of the 
state, be so worked that the products of 
their labor shall come least in comp:tition 
with that of free labor; provided, that in 
no case shall convicts be worked in faz- 
teries where women are employed: the state 
furnishing all guards and physicians, the 
hirer furnishing transportation, mainte- 
nance, medicine, clothing and all other 
necessaries, and such buildings as may be 
required (which shall be stated in the ad- 
vertisement), and paying quarterly for the 
annual labor of the convicts.’’ 


Thus the state is to pay for guards at 
$300 a year and physicians at a rate not 
to exceed $1,200 a year. At least 200 guards 
will be necessary, and if the limit of salary 
is reached, the total sum epent in this 
way anfiually will be $40,000. But the com- 
mission, when it begins to hire guards next 
year—they will have nothing to do with 
that matter this year—will try to get the 200 
for $40,000 a year, or less than $20 a month. 
Whether or not they will succeed is a se- 
rious problem with them, but they are very 
confident that they can keep the price 
down below the maximum figure fixed by 
the state. A few dollars off per month for 
guards will very materially affect the total 
at the end of the year. 

Cost of the Depa 

Fach of the three commissior#irs receives 
an annual salary of $2,000, an he pay of 
their subordinates makes the’ total cost 
of the department about $10,000 a year— 
certainly not less than that. Ten physi- 
cians at $1,200 a year would cost $12,000 an- 
nualiv, but the commission hopes to be able 
to reduce this figure very largely also. 
The traveling expenses of inspectors in 
looking after the misdemeanor oconvict 
camps and of the commissioners in exam- 
ining sites for a central penitentiary will 
foot up to at least $1,000 a year, and there

‘will be some other incidental expenses. 


But the commissioners are confident that 
they will be able to keep the entire ¢nnual 
outlay within $60,000, and all their present 
arrangements are being, based on ‘hat fig- 
ure. Bach one of them is doing everything 
he knows how to make a good showing 
and economy is the watchword of the 
partment. \ 
Chairman Turner said yesterday that as 
goon as the bids were opened the success 
of the new law became assured, and that 
his original estimate that the state would 
receive a net profit of $250,000 in five years 
from the hiring of her convicts co now 
safely be increased to $500,000 and might 
even reach $600,000.

A Wisconsin 
paper had cut off the poetry from the ar- 
ticle and printed it with the name E, Bul- 
mer attached, then another Wisconsin edi- 
tor desired to reprint it, and supposing that 
he had discovered an error in the types, 
changed the ‘‘m” to a “w’’ and ao the mis- 
chief was done, and to Lord Edward Bul- 
wer Lytton, of England, who had never 
seen or heard of the matter, the fine poem 
was accredited.

In justice to the business and 
practical qualities of the poet’s mind, I 
will state that Mr. McCreery has held his 
responsible position (and that calls for le- 
gial knowledge and genefal information) in 
the office of the assistant attorney general 
for the department of the interior for 
seventeen ‘'yeara, which goes to

“making poetry.’’ 

When I asked him if the error as to the 
writer of his poem had annoyed him he 
said no, not very much.

It seems !impos- 
sible to convince the public that Bulwer 
did not write the poem, A few years ago 
Lippincott’s Magazine, in its department 
of One Hundred Questions, asked the au- 
thorship of the much disputed verses and 
the magazine decided: June 1889, page 918, 
that Mr. McCreery wrote them. As a part 
of the history of this remarkable poem 
and fits remarkable fate, Mr. McCreery 
tells how it once cost him a much coveted 
position, and I will quote his story here 
m his own words, as no one could retell 
it half so well: ‘“This little poem has had 
considerable influence on my career. In 
the fall of 1868 shortly after General 
Grant’s election to the presidency, he re- 
turned to his former home in Galena, IIl. 
I was not at that date reclining upon a 
bed of roses, metaphorically speaking or’ 
otherwise; and at my suggestion a friend 
of mine in Galena, in high position, con- 
ferred with the president-elect in regard 
to the possibility of my obtaining the ap- 


pointment of his official stenographer when

Wife of America’s 
Consul at Havana: 

Despite the modesty and the reserve that 
have characterized her life, Mrs. Fitzhugh 
Lee is becoming an object of national in- 
terest, as the present precarious -position 
of Ler husband, American consul at Cu- 
ba, makes him today one of the most prom- 
iInent living Americans. During her mar- 
ried life, Mrs. Lee has been content to bask 
in the sunshine of the honors paid to her 
husband. She reluctantly came into pub- 
lic Ife when General Lee, as Governor of 
Virginia, brought her and their chifdren 
from the family seat at Stafford, Va., to 
preside in the executive mansion in Rich- 
mond. Her first appearance there wads 
like the introduction of’ an old-time court 
beauty into modern society, for although 
littie “over forty years of age, Mrs. Lee 
had preserved the manner, customs and 
even the.voice of the women of the “old 
reginie.”” She had preserved, too, a type 
of beauty that is unique now, and her 
portraits: have that contour and dignity of 
expression and pose inseparable from the 
ideals one has of the grand dames of the 
Ohi south. Artists clamored for her por- 
traits, and Millard Cox, now of Atlanta, 
painted a life-sized portrait of Mrs. Lee 
that in its conception of her Individual type 
portrays her as one of the southern beau- 
ties of the day, 

Though Mrs. Lee ts so typically a woman 
of the old regime, she is in entire sympa- 
thy with the progress of women, and has 
fostered in her children those qualities of 
mind and heart that have fitted them to 
cope with, as well as worthily fill, the po- 
sition in the world to which their birth and 
prominence entitle them.

Under him atgthat time were 
some 12,000 British and Egyptian troops 
thoroughly disciplined and provided 
with improved guns, Before encamping 
at Berber these troops had met the der- 
vishes in several flerce engagements and 
defeated them with great slaughter. In 
fact, their progress through the (Nile val- 
ley had been one continuous stretch of 
signal victories, and the only reason why 
they stopped at Berber instead of push- 
ing on toward the Soudan was that the 
lateness of the season made it prudent 
for them to wait until spring arrived. 
Some two or three weeks agothey broke 
up camp at Berber and turned their foot- 
steps toward the Soudan. 

‘Information received from the African 
interior within the past few days states 
that Sir Herbert Kitchener had arrived 
With his troops at Sheady, some one 
hundred and forty miles up the river 
from Berber, and that in a series of dis- 
astrous conflicts with the dervishes had 
succeeded in putting them to flight. In 
retreating, however, it appears from the 
dispatches, that the dervishes put out in 
the direction of the Soudan,-and such 
being the case, serious engagements are 
likely to occur within the next few days. 
While the dervishes in the immediate 
neighborhood of the Soudan mumber 
some 60,000 strong, they are neither 
well organized nor well equipped, and 
Sir Herbert Kitehener feels confident of 
being able to overcome whatever resis- 
tance they may offer to his progress. 
When General “Chinese” Gordon under- 
took to enter the Soudan with such fa- 
tnl and disastrous consequences in 1884, 
the dervishes were much stronger than 
they are at present, and less disturbed 
by petty jealousies., Everything con- 
sidered, the present time seems to be 
most opportune for Great Britain to 
conquer back the Soudan, and unless the 
unexpected happens, Sir Herbert Kiteh- 
ener will succeed in gaining the objec- 
tive point of his expedition before the 
approaching summer expires. 

When Great Britain decided some two 
years ago to embark upon the exped!- 
tion in which she is now engaged in 
central ‘Africa, her declared object was 
to conquer back the Soudan for the pur- 
pose of annexing it to Egypt. She un- 
dertook to do this some twelve years 
before, when she first established her 
protectorate over Egypt. but without 
success; and on withdrawing her troops 
from Khartoum, she promised Egypt 
that she would renew the effort at some 
future time; hence the present expedi- 
tion. So much for Great Britain’s os- 
tensible or outward purpose. Her real 
purpose does not seem to be so generous 
or disinterested. She is virtually su- 
preme in Egypt, and whatever tends 
to benefit Egypt tends also to benefit 
her, Well enough. Se*ne few years 
back the Soudan belonged to Egypt. On 
account of its vast area and importance, 
Egypt felt its loss sorely, and is anxious 
to obtain it back again. Great Britain 
with her characteristic shrewdness 
knows that her own interests even more 
than Egypt’s are involved in the re-con- 
quest of the Soudan, and this explains 
the readiness with which she has fitted 
up the present expedition. When she 
annexes Egypt in the near future her 
acquisition will, of course, be much 
greater with the Soudan previously an- 
nexed to Egypt. With these «valuable 
possessions gained in addition to her 
other strongholds, Great Britain will be- 
come the undisputed power of the con- 
tinent. France is beginning to read 
the handwriting on the wall, and !s do- 
ing her utmost to prevent Great Britain 
from carrying out her scheme, but suc- 
cess is not likely to attend her efforts 
in this direction.

T. Derrv, the well known historian, writes 
as follows: 

‘Editor Constitution—In August 1784, 
néariy a year after the close of the war of 
independence, delegates from three coun- 
ties of the eost Tennessee country, then a 
part of North Carolina, met at Jonesboro 
and declared themselves a free and inde- 
pendent state. The counties represented 
were Washington, Sullivan and Green. In 
November, 1785, a constitution was adopted 
and the mame ‘Franklin’ given to the 
new state. John Sevier was elected gov- 
ernor. North Carolina, having repealed 
her cession of western lands, ordered the 
officers of the state of Franklin to disband. 
Seven counties had now been estabiished 
and most of the people preferred the new 
state to North Carolina. For a time there 
were two governments in each coufty, the 
one elected by those who desired the new 
state, the other by those who remaircd 
loyal to North Carolina. Each man had 
the choice of paying his taxes to either 
governmem. Although the two governments 
in the same territory are saiu .Oo have run 
smoothly, this state of affairs could not 
last long.

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FOUND IN GEORGIA 


The Secretary of State Finds More Than 
Six Thousand Acres. 


IT HAS NEVER BEEN GRANTED 


Through an Oversight It Was NotSur- 
veyed. 


BETWEEN BAKER AND MITCHELL COUNTIES 


Was Discovered by Mr. Johnson 
While He Was Making a Map 
of Districts. 


BCRETARY OF STATH CLIFTON 

has been apprised of the existence of 

6,100 acres of land in southwest Geor 
gia between the counties of Baker and 
Mitchell which has never been surveyed, 
and which has never been granted. 

This land is in two tracts of oblong shape 
and was found by Mr. B. F. Johnson, 
draughtsman in the secretary of ‘state’s 
office, while preparing maps of these two 
counties. 

Mr. Johnson found that the surveyor who 
surveyed the line between the counties of 
Baker and Mitchell for the eighth district 
‘when he reached the Flint river went up 
the river fifty chains and. then continued 
‘the line, 

The surveyor who surveyed the line for 
the eleventh district began at the Flint 
river, where the first man had left off, 
but failed to go up fifty chains, leaving 
an unsurveyed tract of land eight miles 
and fourteen chains in length and fifty 
chains in width. 

Just before this tract, also between the 
counties of Mitchell and Baker, is another 
Space which has never before been ac- 
counted for and which wag_caused in the 
same manner. This tract is between the 
eleventh and twelfth districts and is four 
miles and fourteen chains long and fifty 
chains wide. 

In both the tra€ts together there are 
about 6,100 acres of land which has never 
been granted by the state and which still 
belongs to the state. W ther or not this 
land ig occupied or claimed is not known, 
since the investigation has not gone that 
far. But there is no record of these two 
tracts because their existence Was not 
known of until Mr. Johnson made the dis- 
covery. 

The find is of great importance to people 
in that section of the state, and will be 
read of with interest by them. The land 
is probably very valuable and its worth 
in money will prove to be considerable. 

When Mr. Johnson found the unsurveyed 
Property he was greatly surprised and 
several well-known surveyors were shown 
the maps and the field notes of the original 
surveyors and agreed that the latest map, 
which shows the unsurveyed property, is 
correct. The map is made in accordance 
with the origina) survey and the field notes 
of the surveyors which are on file in the 
“ecretary of state’s office. 

Secretary of State Clifton said yesterday 
morning that the matter was not given 
out in order to injure any one’s title, but 
purely as a discovery which is of im por- 
tance to the state at large. He seems to 
be of the opinion that whether or not the 
land {in question is occupied by people 
who have claimed it for many years, it is 
in reality the property of the state be- 
cause it has never been granted and was 
mot before known of. 

Mr. Johnson is at work making maps of 
other counties in that section of the state, 
and though nothing definite is yet known, 
it seems likely that other tracts of a simi- 
lar nature will be found. The district lines 
are shaped alike and it is highly probable 


that much more ungranted land will be 
found.

Than One Notice Is Often Mailed. 

City Marshal A. W. Hill has been be- 
sieged recently by persons who had pald 
thelr personal and city street tax who hud 
received a second and in some instances a 
third, notice. In order that his friends and 
the public may understand the situation, 


he has furnished the following statement: . 


Atlanta, Ga., April 2, 1898.—To the Public: 
There being sco much complaint from citi- 
zens as to receiving notices of fi. fas. for 
city taxes sent out by the marshal, I deem 
it‘due myself and the office of the marshal 
to make the following explanation, 1 fle ¢ 
the manner of issuing these defaulting fi. 
fas.: Under direction of the tax commit- 
tee, clerks are employed to make out the 
tax fi. fas., taking the names from the 
city directory; they are then sent to the 
marshal, who under the law is compelled 
to send the notices; and the only way to 
have them marked off the dockets is for 
the parties receiving them to call at the 
olfice, and if not dus, it requtres 
very little time to cancel the fi. fa., and in 
this way avoid any further annoyance. “he 
marshal is in no way responsible for tne 
issuing of the fi. fas., his only duty being 
to collect them when turned over to him, 
in the same manner as the sheriff executes 
a fi. fa. issued by the clerk of the court. 
I have called the attention of the tax com- 
mittee to the very great annoyance of issu- 
ing fi. fas. against parties who have paid 
their taxes and hold receipts for same; 
they have endeavored to remedy the evil, 
but it seems without avail, as there were, 
I am sorry to say, many more of such sent 
me this year than were sent last year. I 
write this card, that the citizens may not 

lace the blame on the city marshal, who 

s in no wise responsible for them, but is 
endeavoring to the best of his ability to 
carry out the law as he finds it on the 
statute books of the cify.

Adair said yesterday: 


one must confess that the decision of the 

preme court was a great surprise to me 
but at the same time, fit causes me no 
persona] disappointment, because I had no 
earthly interest in the matter except to do 
what I thought was bast for the county 
and the city. The present courthouse is not 
sufficient for the county’s needs, and yet 
would have furnished ample quarters for 
the city. Able lawyers advised us that the 
second contract made with the city was 
legal, and they were sustained in thie po- 
sition by Judge J. H. Lumpkin. 

“I do not think {t wise to expend much 
money in temporary improvements, but, 
at the eame time, I do not think it best to 
burden the taxpayers by any special levies 
to erect an adequate building. 

“The question of levying this special tax 
will come up before the present county 


‘board in August, and at that time I will 
,vote against an increase of taxes for that 


purpose, and furthermore, will vote for a 
material reduction of the taxes for this 
year. 

Explains Tax Levy. 

“By the way, this question of taxes is not 
understood by a great many of? the tax- 
payers. A greater portion of the increase 
for the past two years is chargeable to the 
state on account of the appropriations 
made by the legislature for the school pen-' 
sion. funds, and over these matters the 
county commissioners have absolutely no 
control. Then again, it is true, that the 
county commissioners control the levy and 
disbursement of only about one-third of 
the coun'tty taxes. The other two-thirds is 
for the maintenance of the four courts and 
the county officers, and these expenses are 
paid by warrants drawn direct upon the 
county treasurer by the judges of these 
respective courts, and the county commis- 
gioners have no more to do with it than 
they had with the Maine explosion. 

“This statement will be a surprise to 
many taxpayers, but if they will take the 
pains to examine the books and accounts 
of Clerk Kontz and Treasurer Payne, they 
will find it to be true. 

Tax Will Be Reduced. 


‘The county tax rate last year was 59.4, 
and I have gone over next year’s budget 
with our clerk to a sufficient extent to 
warrant me in now stating that it will be 
reduced to at least 39 cents. If the state 
tax is reduced this will geive a lower tax 
rate than we have had in several years. 

“We have $100,000 on hand which was col- 
lected for courthouse purposes. If the 
county board, after mature deliberation, 
decides to use a portion of this in supplying 
quarters for Judge Berry’s and Judge 
Candler’s courts we will then have a gur- 
plus ‘which can possibly be applied to 
other county purposes, in which event our 
tax rate for 1898 will be less than it has 
been in twenty years. 

“T wish to take occasion to emphasize the 
fact that I have always been for low rates, 
and the rate would not have been raised 
for the past two years except for the necées- 
sity of building a new Jail, the $100,000 for a 
new courthouse and the $85,000 floating debt 
which the present administration inherited 
from the old board. The public may have 
forgotten it, but at the beginning of my 
administration the county owed the banks 
of Atlanta and Mr. James Lynch $85,000, on 
which they were paying 7 per cent interest, 
with notes renewable every thitty days. 
The county now owes no man anything 
and has over $200,000 in the treasury. 

“During my administration the present 
board has ferreted out and had paid back 
into the treasury overdrafts, shortages and 
money otherwise unlawfully withheld by 
different parties aggregating over $200,000. 
In my efforts to accomplish this I have 
been actuated by no selfish motive and 
with no spirit of aegenty or malice toward 
any person, but have followed the dictates 
of my own conscience without fear, favor 
or affection. I have never been personally 
benefited by any att of the county board. 
If re-elected commissioner I have no pert 
gonal interest to further and no axes to 
grind. I offer my services to the people 
pledging myself to a reduction of the taxes 
to the lowest point possible, and with the 
future assurance that after the money has 
been collected it will be expended for the 
public good, through a perfect system of 
books that are always open for their in- 
spection.

Last week We hnoped that the differences 
with Spain wouid be in the way of adjust- 
ment by this time, but if anything, today 
finds us in a more unsatisfactory position 
than existed then. Before another week 
passes it is almost sure that some decisive 
action will be taken by the two countries. 
Outside talk is pronounced for war; but 
those who have control will resort to hodstil- 
ities only after all pacific means iave heen 
exhausted. One influence for peace which 
the public seems to have overlooked in 
these squally times is the Rothschilds.

NEW YORK BANK STATEMENT. 


New York Banks Are Prepared To Meet 
Any Emergency. 

New York, April 2.—The Financier gays: 
The statement of the associated banks of 
New York city for the week ended April 
294 shows an increase of $1,869,226 in excess 
reserve, but it is evident that the gold 
imported to date does not show in the 
totals. Since the present movement began 
there has been rec@ved in New York over 
$29,000,000 in specie, but the specie increases, 
as reported by the banks since the first re- 
ceipts are less than $22,000,000. This, it 
should be stated, is inclusive of domestic 
receipte. The operations of the week were 
not widely different than had been aptici- 
pated. Loans show a further shrinkage of 
$4,317,200, due to general liquidation in stock 
exchange circles and the sale of sterling 
exchange collateral, while deposits decreas- 
ed $3,413,700. The shrinkage in deposits prob-

The demand from 
both local and southwestern shorts was 
the most active in some time and a good 
deal of difficulty was experienced in cov- 
ering lines of any importance, as offerings 
were scattered, and sharp competition re- 
sulted. The heavy cash sales for export 
and domestic miliing purposes during the 
past week, which was the feature of yes- 
terday’s strength, was‘ evidently still in 
the minds of traders. Another factor was 
the sharp advance at Liverpool, where

She Is Mrs. M. E. Brewer, of Louis- 
ville, Ky.—An Earnest Worker. 


WILL MAKE HER HOME HERE 


—— 


Her Life Hias Been Devoted to the Care 
of Young Children—The Society 
Is Undenominational. 


Mrs. M. E. Brewer, of the Nationa] Chil- 
dren's Home Society, is in Atlanta for the 
purpose or organizing a branch of this in- 
stitution in Georgia. Mrs. Brewer was 
formerly of Lowisville, Ky., where she was 
state superintendent of the Children’s 
Home movement and succeeded in perfect- 
ing thirty-eight local advisory boards in 
that state. 

The object of the society 1s to find homes 
for neglected an@ destitute children—homes 
of well-to-do families, in which they will 
be well cared for and loved in time as 
their own children; to make it possible for 
many persons without children of their 
own to adopt without fear of future inter- 
ference a child that may be a blessing to 
the household. In thus offers to society, 
by guaranteeing proper homes and train- 
ing for unfortunate children, a protection 
against its greatest enemies—vice and ig- 
norance, The purpose of the organization 
is to do away with the public home, where 
the children are undeniably well trained 
and equally well cared for, but where they 
fail to find the love and sympathy that 
is necessary for the proper rearing of the 
young. 

The national soctety was founded itn 1888. 
Its officers ara John M. Woodbridge, Chi- 
cago, president; Lyman J. Gage, secretary 
of the treasury, vice president; A. C. Cody, 
Chicago, financial sécretary, and Bryan G, 
Craig, Chicago, counsellor. The society has 
placed in private homes all over the coun- 
try more than 10,000 orphans and destitute 
children, and every year the work is car- 
ried into new fields, where there are added 
to its ranks additional ardent, ‘earnest 
helpers, In twenty-three states and terri- 
tories the society has already been organ- 
ized by the agents of the national institu- 
tion, and it is contemplated to cafry it 
into every state and community of the un- 
ion that will open its doors and. aid in the 
establishment. 

The society is based on a broad and char- 
itable harmony. The method of establish- 
ing the Children’s Home Society is first the 
appointment of a general superintendent 
and a state board, then county and local 
advisory boards, all the members of which 
serve without salary. The next step is the 
securing of a home in each county or sec- 
tion in which the society ig established, to 
be a temporary receiving place for the chil- 
dren until permanent homes can be secured 
for them. 

Mrs. Brewer states that in her recent la- 
bors in Kentucky she had no difficulty 
whatever In finding private families who 
were willing and&vanxijous to adopt young 
children: that, in Yact, she failed to obtain 
enough orphans ahd destitute little ones 
to supply the demand for them. 

She wishes it understood that the society 
does not antagonize in any way the work 
of orphan homes, but really co-operates 
with them in the uplifting and training of 
helpless youth. 

Mrs. Brewer has been devoting her life 
for a number of years to this Christian 
work, and has met with unusual success. 

Mrs. Brewer expects to make Atlanta her 
home in the near future, where she Can 
look after the progress of her work In other 
parts of the state.

/WHO IS DEMPSE PERKERSON? 


Nhe subject of this brief sketch is a na- 
tive of Fulton county, was born ‘and ‘reared 
in a few miles of Atlanta, and has always 
lived here. | 

The father 
Perkerson, 


of Dempse, the hate Thomas J. 
was one of our pioneer citizens, 
and was a citizen of the county while it was 
yet a part of DeKalb. He was sher-ff of 
DeKalb county, and the first sheriff of Ful- 
ton county after its separation, from De- 
Kalb, holding the office for several succes- 
sive terms. He died in 1874, honored and 
cespected by all who knew him. 
Nhe old Perkerson f@rm, situated a few 
miles south of the city, is one of the few 
old places that remain in possession of the 
original owners. The aged mother and her 
elder daughters still reside on the old Rome- 
stead, settled over sixty years ago. 
Angus Perkerson, eldest brot)er 
Dempse, who died a few years ago, Was too 
well and favorably known to the people of 
Atlanta to require more than passing no- 
tice. 
Dempse Perkerson commenced life as 4 
baggage master on the Western railway of 
Alabama; was soon promoted to the posi- 
tion of conductor, and left that°road to 6Y 
to the Central of Georgia, in whose em- 
ploy he remained for over eleven years. 
Upon the opening of the Georgia Pacific 
railway Perkerson W445 among the first 
conductors employed, and has remuined 
with that road up to this time. In all 
his career as @ railroader, extending over 4 
period of twenty-seven years, he was never 
discharged or reprimanded for neglect of 
duty. He has always enjoyed the friend- 
ship and esteem of his fellow employees, and 
the confidence and respect of his superiors. 
Three of the Perkerson boys were s80l- 
diers of the confederacy, including Dempse, 
though he was only about eighteen years 
ef age at the close of the war. Mr. rer- 
kerson is 4 prominent Mason, a Knight 
Templar and a member of the Mystic 
Shrine. 
Dempse Perkerson is now a candidate 
for the office of tax collec.vo” (subject to 
the democratic primary) and appeals to the 
yoters of Fulton county for tneir support, 
believing that he can fill the office with 
credit to himself and to the entire satistac- 
tion of the tax payers. He has spent his 
life among the people of Atlanta and vi- 
cinity, and if there are any black marks 
opposite his name it should be a matter of 
history and weil known.

The Virginia Leader Sees Great Hope of 


Deiiocratic Victory. 
PARTY TRUE TO ITS TRUST 


No Sacrifice of Democratic Principles 
To Cater to Any State or Section. 


HIGHLY INTERESTING FIGURES 


‘Majority of White Vote Was Cast for 


Silver—Republican Talk of Econ- 
omy and Its Practical Results. 


By Jos: Ohl. 


Washington, March 30.—(Special Staff 
Correspondence.)—‘“The outlook couldn't be 
brighter, but there must be no lack'of or- 
ganization. To win every possible point 
must be guarded. There must be no com- 
promise of principles, but there must be 
thorough and complete organization of all 
silver forces. Without that we cannot have 
victory, no matter how great our advan- 
tages seem to be.’’ 

It was Major Peter J. Otey, the silver 
leader of Virginia, who laid down this 
proposition in response to my question as 
to what is necessary to make certain dem- 
ocratic victory in the next presidential elec- 
tion. We were sitting in the smoking room 
of the Oxford, where the Virginia con- 
gressman makes his home while in Wash- 
ington, and most naturally our talk drift- 
ed to the subject that is uppermost in the 
minds of every loyal democrat. Of all the 
men on the democratic side of the house 
no one stands higher in the estimation of 
his colleagues than the gentleman who 
represents the sixth district of Virginia. 
Major Otey is not a showy man, but his 
ability as a leader has been often demon- 
strated, and when it comes to matters of 
party policy, and especially party organi- 
zation, he is a man much consulted and 
looked up to. In the great fight of 1896 in 
Virginia which culminated in the Staunton 
convention and its solid silver delegation 
to Chicago, Major Otey was the ackndéw)- 
edged leader. His powers in organization 
were splendidly proven in that contest. At 
the silver conference held here in Wash- 
ington on the 15th of August, 1895, when 
the cry was sent abroad that the cause of 
silver was on the wane, he was selected 
as the chairman of the Virginia silver dem- 
ocracy. With the business-like methods 
that are characteristic of the man, he at 
once proceeded to the organization, and it 
‘Was the thorough organization he perfect- 
ed throughout the state that put Virginia 
solidly in the silver column. That Staun- 
ton convention is historic in the great bat- 
tle for the restoration of democracy to 
democratic principles. 

Major Otey is a busmess man who is 
always in his seat and always on the alert 
for the interests of his people and his 
party. He is at present a member of the 
democratic national committee and of its 
executive committee, and he keeps in touéh 
with events and conditions throughout ‘the 
country as well as any man in pubiic life— 
vastly better than most of them. 

Bryan and the Pivotal States. 

We were talking about the splendid reply 
ot Mr. Bryan to those of his critics in the 
east who have undertaken to cry down 
silver as the paramount issue and to urge 
that the party platform should be made 
with an idea of catering to those ‘‘pivotal’”’ 
states. ‘“‘Mr. Bryan’s letter,’ said he, “is 
a clear, succinct, straightforward state- 
ment of the democratic position, so put 
that no reader can have excuse for mis- 
understanding its purport. The same ele- 
ments that made the Chicago convention 
so overwhelmingly for silver will make 
the next national convention of the same 
complexion, no matter how hard a fight is 
made by unfriendly elements, whether that 
fight be open and above board, or disguis- 
ed in the shape of compromises. There 
will be no sacrifice of democratic principles. 

“Pivotal? Why?" declared the major em- 
phatically, ‘“‘The word ought to be blotted 
cut of the demccratic vocabulary. Pivotal 
states! Which are they? New York, New 
Jersey, Maryland, I suppose. If ever there 
Wwas a time when the democratic party 
should adhere unequivocally, unmistakably 
to the Chicago platform, now is the time; 
and especially to its silver plank. Look 
how the republican party is drifting as u 
ship at sea without a rudder. It is repudiat- 
ing first one plank and then another of its 
St. Louis platform until even its rank and 
file are saying ‘what a noble guardian of 
the sheep is the wolf.’ 

“International agreement! Music never 
did help the toothache. It was never in- 
tended except for the ear. That interna- 
tional agreement really meant nothing we 
knew before Mr. Wolcott’s committee in- 
vaded the golden gates of London. But it 
did fool,a good many honest bimetallists 
and secured their votes for McKinley. 

Some Prosperity Figures. 

“The boast of approaching prosperity in- 
spired many with hope, and so when dollar 
wheat came the grand old purty said 
‘what’d I tell you?’ forgetting that the in- 
crease uf 3) per cent in the price of wheat 
did not fll the vacuum caused by 30 per 
cent decline in cotton. If the one caused 
an increase of $30,000,000 by reason -of its 
increased export price, the other caused a 
decreuse of $100,000,000 by reason of its de- 
creased export price. 

“But I got away from the ‘pivotal states.’ 
It will not do to cater to them. To recruit 
this way at the expense of thegreat prin- 
ciples underlying the Chicago platform and 
enumerated by it would, in my opinion, be 
fatal.*’ 

“But on the silver question. Would you 
think it unwise to consent to an interna- 
tional agreement involving anything short 
of absolute unlimited coinage of silver, par- 
ticularly if the consent of England could 
be obtained ?’’ 

“Absolutely yes. There is no such thing 
as any compromise on the silver question.

To limét the coinage of silver in the United 
States would be to make a commodity of 
the residue to be juggled with forever, and 
hence prevent that stability which un- 
limited demand would of necessity 
impart.

“But international agreement is a myth. 
‘Congress shall have the power to. coin 
money and regulate the value thereof,’ says 
one fundamental law, and it cannot divest 
itself of this power and delegate it to a 
treaty-making power: and should it under- 
take to do it, the next congress could,. and 
no doubt would, ypset the treaty or agree- 


ment.’’ 
The Vote of 1896. 


“What, in your opinion, did the vote of 
1896 show? Was it favorable to the cause 
of silver or unfavorable.”’ 

“By all means favorable."’ was the prompt 
reply. ‘“‘Here is a speech I made at the first 
session of this congress on the tariff. I 
said: ‘I presume that po man on this 
floor will be so bold as to deny that the 
white people, the Anglo-Saxon race, con-

“Let our people know that before ouey 
extremes are reached that they mus 
watch: they must be on the alert. They 
have been patient. The tyranny in a 
country {s almost equal to that dieplay ; 

It is the duty of the hour tha 
cas for action. We should organize now 
and be ready to sweep from power in the 
coming fall the party which is the ac- 
‘knowledged handmaid of trusts, corpora~ 
tions and classes, which have joined to- 
gether in a conspiracy under the gold 
standard to rule or ruin. 

“I¢ there are 70,000,000° people in the 
United States they are paying over $7 per 
capita tax to the government, about $2 of 
which is for pensions.

“Do you think the silver people are gain- 
ing?’

I might answer, in 
no section of our country. 

“But we haven't as much to gain as one 
would suppose in order to win in 1895.

“Surely we ought to be encouraged to be 
steadfast and unmovable in such company 
and with sucha majority of the enlightened 
people of the nation on our side. Principles 
sustained by such people must grow in 
favor.”’ 

Organization and Taxation. 


“With such light as we have before us, 
what would you suggest in the best interest 
of the democratic party?’ 

‘Believing the best interest of the demo- 
cratic party and those of the people are 
identical, I should get in touch with them. 
Let al] the silver people begin ogganization 
at once. Form clubs now. Distribute and 
disseminate silver literature. Especially let 
the people know how they are being rob- 
bed. Show them that a majority of at 
least 1,000,000 of our white race are in ac- 
ecrd with us. Show them that class legis- 
lation is building up a moneyed aristocra- 
cy, by which alone the republican party 
can hope for a lease of power. | Show them 
that they are taxed to death, and if such 
taxes were wrenched from them directly 
instead of ind.rectly no man would submit 
to it. Show them as an example of profli- 
gacy a few items of expenditures of the 
fifty-fourth congress: 

“District of Columbia, $12,000,000; fortifi- 
cations, $17,000,000; Indians, $15,000,000; pen- 
sions, $282,000,000; river and harbor, $12,900,- 
O00; retired army and naval officers, $5,600,- 
000. Total, $343,600,000. And yet for the ben- 
efit of the farming and producing class not 
as- much was appropriated as is paid out 
for retired officers to do nothing except 
draw their pay, many of whom are just as 
capable as ever before to do duty. 

“Let the people know, and explain it to 
them, that they are taxed to pay this 
monumental sum which does not embrace 
an item of the ordinary expense of admin- 
istering the affairs of their government. 


Tariff Taxation and Low Prices. 

“Let them understand that a short crop 
of money depresses the level of prices, 
while a short crop‘of farm products no 
longer raises them, because the force of 
contraction of the means of exchange with 
its downward pull predominates over the 
demand with its upward pressure. Except 
now and then sporadic cases of the price 
of a commodity jumping above or shrink- 
ing below this level, always temporary, 
and the causes for which are always per- 
fectly well understood. 

“Let them not forget that the United 
States tax, under the operation of the pro- 
tection tariff, pervades everything that en- 
ters the mouth, covers the back or is under 
the feet; everything that is pleasant to see, 
to, hear, to feel, to taste; that 
their warmth, light, sunshine ana 
shade, locomotion, commotion, de- 
votion and promotion, transportation 
and transformation are taxed; their ener- 
Ey, entenprise, industry, education, culti- 
vation, honesty, morals and religion are 
taxed: the clothes of the living, the cere- 
ments of the dead are taxed: the medicine 
of the doctor, the instruments of the gsur- 
geon, the Bible of the ménister, the tools 
of the mechanic. the implements of the 
farmer, the brass nails in the coffin, the 
marble to mark the last resting place, are 
af leaded with federal taxation and vet— 
proclaim it from the housetops—the in- 
comes and the bonds of the plurocrat (who 
holds the republican party in the hollow of 
his hand) are not taxed. 

“Asleep or awake, sick or we!l, weak or 
strong, married or Single, old or young, 
this republican tax is all absorbing, all 
pervading, ail consum.ng, omnipresent, 
excepting sO far as the plutoec- 
recy are concerned, and it goes tax 
free; and yet the republican party are 
demanding a curtailment of the amount 
of the money in the country, which of 


‘necessity must render the payment of the 


enormous burden of taxation more and 
more difficult and ig but adding more and 
more to the mortgage indebtedness of the 
farmers of the country, which must event- 
wally culminate in the same demand made 
by Joseph when, after he had gotten all 


the money, the cattle and the land of the - 


people by reason of his demands durin 
the great famine in Egypt, then pros. 
that they give him annualiy one-fifth of 
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Sixth Congressional District of Virginia.

Let us what it will take: There are 
five districts in Illinols, one in California, 
one in Kansas, four in Indiana, three in 
lowa, three in Kentucky one in Baltimore, 
five in Michigan, one in Minnesota, three 
in Nebraska, two in North Dakota, two in 
Oregon, two in Virginia, one in West Viv- 
zinia., all of which we lost in the presi- 
dential year, principally from ‘ways that 
are dark and tricks that are vain,’ sup- 
plemented by the money of the million- 
aires in the hands ef Mark Hanna, and all 
of which we can win in 1898. 

“Why do I say this?’ My observation, as 
well as my correspondence—which is right 
extended—indicate, or at least impress me 
with the fact that more changes are going 
on favorable to us with the masses of the 
voters than there are favorable to the re- 
publicans. I really Go not know personally 
one single person who as deserted and gone 
to the enemy, while I do Know of many 
who have forsaken their camp and come to 
us. So, then, I argue and believe that 
changes are occurring every day and that 
they are in our favor. 

To Capture Congress. 

“What changes then would be necessary 
to give us, for example, the two districts 
referred to in Chicago? Only a change of 
245 votes in the one and 955 in the other. 
In the seventeenth Illinois district a 
change of 50 votes in our favor gives us 
the district. I will not go over them all 
in detail, but, not including the two dis- 
tricts in Chicago, which we will propably 
win, there are three other districts in Il- 
linojis, embracing nineteen counties, in 
which a change of 60 votes in a county 
will give us the congressmen. Taking the 
whole list above, except the two in Chi- 
cago and one in Baltimore, and in order 
to gain thirty-two members of congress we 
have to overcome about 5,000 votes in 186 
counties, ana supposing that there are an 
average of fifteen voting places in each 
county, it would require only an increase, 
or a change, of two and one-quarter votes 
at each precinct.”’ 

Where Electoral Votes Will Come From 

“There are fifty-seven counties in Call- 
fornia. A change of 24 votes per coun*y 
would give this state to us and we would 
have additional] 9 electoral votes. 

In Delaware it would require a change 
of 600 in each of the three counties to give 
us 3 electoral votes. 

In Kentucky one per county will give us 
12 electora] votes. 

In North Dakota 70 per county will turn 
over to us 3 electoral votes. 

In Oregon a change of 2 in each of 
thirty-two counties will place in our col- 
umn 4 electoral votes. 

In Indiana there are ninety-two counties 
and we must have a change of 100 per 
county (and we will have more than this) 
which will return to us 15 electoral vates. 

West Virginia is ours and 100 per county 
will place her back in our column with 
6 electoral votes. 

This gives us a total gain of 62 electoral 
votes, 

“I think this is encburaging, and what 
has been termed the great pivotal states 
of New York, New Jersey and Maryland 
we can pass by, if in order to get them 
we must sacrifice one jot or tittle of the 
Chicago platform.”’ 

“Do you think it likely that there will 
be any change in the party platform in 
19007" 

“Seeing no necessity for, it, and believ- 
ing there are sound reasons for the con- 
trary, I do not. Certainly no change in 
principles.”’ 


The Party in Good Shape. . 


“Well, is the democratic party, or is it 
not, im good shape and harmonious?” 

“I believe if a political battle could oc- 
cur now that we wvuld present a more 
unite@ front than ever. I believe a more 
determined political army would march’ 
today under the flag on which is written 
the Chicago platform than ever mustered 
under any political banner in this coun- 
trv. As the chairman of the silver demo- 
erats of Virginia since 189%, my correspond. 
ence has b2en quite large, and besides 
compassing every precinct in my own state, 
I have been in touch with silver people 
all over the country in almost every state 
in the union. think I make no mistake 
when J say the is to be no catering to 
‘pivotal states’ involving the abandonment 
of one atom that might weaken the force 
of the demands of the Chicago piatform, 
and more especially of that plank demand- 
ing the free and unlimited coinage of s'‘lver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, regard- 
less of what any Other nation may say. 
As a member of the national committee 
of the democratic party from Virginia and 
@ member of the executive committee of 
the national committee,-I have had some 
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opportunity to

This year, although salaries are 
smaller and force is lessened, the claim 
is made that dear money has produced an 
advance in wheat, thugs making salaries 
less as food is dearer, and the farmer is 
supposed to be simpleton enough to believe 
that he is the beneficiary of the St. Louis 
platform. Of course, responsibility for ad- 
vance of wheat means responsibility for 
fall in cotton, famine in India, short crop 
in Europe and Argentina, for increase in 
bankruptcy and failures, for strikes and 
lockouts and the misery that stalks abroad 
in the land.”

The little band of Eskimos that Lieuten- 
ant Peary brought to New York from the 
regions of ice last summer {s dying off. The 
only woman of the party of six died yes- 
terday. Kushan, a man, died a few weeks 
ago, and it js.doubtful if any one of the 
agueer visitors will ever see their home in 
the far north again. 

They were all fat and jolly when they 
arrived in midsummer. Their supply of 
blubber and other fats had not been ex- 
hausted, and they looked with child-like 
wonder at the astonishing,things of the 
great city. Kushan was allowed to take 
tickets on the ship from those who came 
to see, and his importance and almost in- 
fantile delight made every one laugh. 

The .poor fellow is: dead, and now Mrs. 
Nookten, or, aS he is called, Aughar, has 
followed him. It was intended that they 
should go back in the spring, at the open- 
ing of navigation, and nothing could be 
done sooner for them. 

Strangely enough, although from an in- 
tensely cold country, it was with colds that 
the Eskimos were first afflicted. They 
had comfortable quarters in the top of the 
Museum of Natural History, and, although 
there was plenty of steam heat, they shiv. 
ered continually and complained of the 
cold, Then they were moved to a cottage 
at High Bridge, on the place of William 
Wallace, superintendent of the museum. 
-There were a few happy days for them, 
and those were when the snow lay heavy 
upon the ground. Such pleasure was not 
given them for long. The mildness of the 
season was their enemy. 

Aughar, like Kushan, died of pneumonta 
complicated with intestinal disorder. She 
had eaten practically nothing for a week. 
The woman had qa twelve-year-old daugh- 
ter, and the love between the two was 
marked. Her husband, Nookten, was gen- 
tle and ever attentive to her wants. . 

Now Nookten is alone with his daughter 
and the two-others. He is ill, also the gir! 
Ahwhur. It is just. possible that the re- 
maining four may survive, but the beautiful 
sunshine that has been such a boon to 
every one else has been as a cold shadow to 
the Arctic people.

FIRED EVERY HEART 


The Brilliant Oratory of a New Texas 
Congressman. 


DE GRAFFENREID OPENED EYES 


He Made the Hit of a Great Day’s 
Debate—The Manner of the Man 
. and What He Said. 


hashington, March 30.—(Special,)—In the 
house debate over the emergency appropri- 
ation bill every man who took part had a 
share in the patriotism which marked the 
day. But of all those who spoke one stood 
out head and shoulders above his fellows in 
the point of oratorical brilliancy. He was 
DeGraffenreid, of Texas. Others had told 
of the loyalty of the Texans, others had 
pictured the magnificent bravery of the 
sires of the present sons of Texas who 
fought at the Alamo, others had tendered 
the enthusiastic support of state and «eec- 
tion to the o!d flag which is the flag of us 
afl: but it was left to DeGraffenreid to fire 
the house and the galleries as they had not 


been fired before. o 


A magnificent specimen of physical man- 
hood, possessing to a high degree that 
magnetism essential to success in a public 
apeaker, DeGraffenreid combines with 
these qualities the true genius of oratory. 
His speech was short, for the time was 
short; but it was an occasion to fire the 
hearts and the tongues of men and when 
DeGraffenreid rose to add his part to ihe 
debate the occasion and the man had met. 
Coid type takes all the fire out of a speech 
like this, and yet that speech is worthy of 
reproduction as showing in a nutshell the 
patriotic feeling which in this emergency 
inspires every son of Texas and every son 
of the south. 

Here is what he said: 

“Mr. Speaker—It seems that war is in- 
evitable between our country and Spain. 
My qaolleagues upon this floor have spoken 
eloquentiy of what their respective states 
wilh do in that event and what contribution 
they will make in the cause of our country. 

“Mr. Speaker, the great state of Texas 
need send no messenger or representative 
to this house to say what it will do in the 
coming crisis. The state whose gallant he- 
roes’ blood still stains the walls of her 
Alamo; the state whose no>lest sons’ bones 
bleached upon the massacrous field of her 
Goliad; the state whose valorous and in- 
frepid minority, led by an intrepid and 

slorous leader, upon the red-fought fields 
of her San Jacinto evoked light out of 
darkness, order out of chaos, and wrenched 
victory: from the hands of apparent defeat: 
the state which furnished the mothers that 
molded the bullets with which she achieved 
mer liberty and sent leaden death to the 
tyranny that once overpowered her—I say 
she needs no messenger here to say what 
kind of soldiers she will send. (Applause.) 

“That state can point to a past which 
has furnished soldiers braver than ever fol- 
lowed the glorious Napoteon; aye, grander 
than those led by the Duke of Wellington: 
and today, Mr. Speaker, if need be, the 
sons of those sires and those sovereigns 
will come with armor on and visor down 
and lance ait rest. They will be men who 
can look the harnessed and flowered chival- 
ry of Spain in the face and say: ‘We are 
not only thy equais, but thy superiors.’ 
They tell us that this is jingoism; aye. if 
this ‘be jingoism, behind this. jingoism 
stand the American people, and behind the

“Mr. Speaker, I am glad of this oppor- 
tunity to Show to this house that patriotism 
is not measured by paratiel of latitude or 
meridian of longitude. I am glad of the 
opportunity to say that the people of my 
state will plant their feet as far as those 
who go the farthest in defense of national 
honor. The boys who wore the blue. and 
the boys who wore the gray, reconciled 
and reunited in the great and grand bonds 
of true brotherhood and love, side by side, 
heart in heart and hand in hand, will go 
marching on with the one pyugpose, the one 
intention and one exclamation, that is. woe, 
irretrievable woe, shall betide that country, 
that nation and that people against whom 
a brother American’s hbiood shal! cry to Us 
from the ground. (Applause.) «Aye, Mr. 
Speaker, even if it should ery to us from 
the blood-stained waters of the sea, tinged 
and colored by the blood of American v:c- 
tims to Spanish treachery (applause). I say 
that I am glad of this opportunity also be- 
cause of the aid it will give to the strug- 
gling patriotic sons of Cuba. T am glad 
because it will be a message of love and 
peace to them. For fifteen years, day by 
day, they have sent their inquiring dove to 
us with their appeal, and for fifteen years, 
night by night, no cheering response; but 
nevermore wil! she return to them again 
weary and leafless. 

“It bespeaks one thing more; it bespeaks 
that the candles of the weary night of 
their oppression have well-nigh burned out, 
and the opening day of the suceess of their 
struggles for freedom sits smiling upon the 
mountain tops. It bespeaks, also, that the 
Spanish prison walls of wrong will no longer 
hold the Cuban principles of right. It means 
much to us, but more to them. It means, 
that while we in this land in the nast have 
as we shall sing during all 
1 future: ‘My country ‘tis of thee,’ it 
will be only a few days more when the 
tall mountains of Cuba will send the swift 
answer back over the glad seas, ‘Sweet land 
of l'berty.’’’ (Applause.) 

Still it is utterly impossible to give an 
idea of the eloquence ef the speech or of 
the impression it made upon his hearers 
by any description. He earried the house 
off its feet as it had not been carried he- 
fore. It was DeGraffenreid’s firsi speech 
to the house, and for that reason there was 
added the element of surprise even to those 
who Knew him as a gallant fighter for the 
party and who had heard of the oratorieca]l 
fame of the “Black Eagle of Texas.” He 
eclipsed all expectations. ad 

As evidence of the impression his speech 
made, this episode is worth noting: In the 
gallery during the debate sat a delegation 
of St. Louis democrats who had come on 
here for the purpose of extending an jn- 
vilation to some leading democrat to 
principal orator at the Jefferson dav 
quet, which they will have in April. 
soon as DeGraffenreid had spoken these 
Missouri democrats left their seats in the 
gallery, went to the entraneesto the dem- 
ocratic side of the house, sent for the 
Texan and then and there extended that 
invitation to him. He accepted and the 
democrats of Missouri have a treat in store 
for them on the 13th.
